Nov. 15.—The 333 infantry, 


Ja one of tha sharpest two hours' en- 
gagements of the war, with an equal 
force of insurgents, five miles from 
•San I?=Vian, Saturday, lost one officer 
(Maj. John A. Logan; jr.) and 6 naen 
killed and one officer and 13 men 
:wounded. The Americans captured 29 
Filipinos and 100 rifles, and found 81 
insurgrcnt d«ad lying in the trenches 
and rico fields. Many more Filipinos, 
.doubtless, were killed or wonnded. 


Gen. Wheaton was informed that the 


•enemy was gathering1 at San Jaeinto 
'for the purpose of preventing thei 
•Atnericans from eoatrolingr the road 
from Bagupan nortK whereby Agoi- 
naldo miffht retreat The SM, CoL 
Howe commanding-, and a detachment 
of the ISth. with a (Jailing- gun. How- 
land commanding, wet-c sent to dis- 
perse them. The troops encountered 
the worst road c^er found in the island 
of Luzon. .Tb-ere was a. succession of 
creeks whose bridges the Amorioaas 
had to stop And repair and miry 
ditches and at certain places men and 
horses strujrfled waist deep in qnajj- 
mires. 
A hundred soldiers h»d to 


fira? the Gatling- gun part of the way, 
the horses being useless. 


The insurgents opened the fight two 


miles from San Jneinto, while the 
leading American battalion was pass- 
Ing1 a clump of houses in the midst of a 
cocoatmt frrorc, knca deep in mud. 
The Filipino sharpshooters, hidden in 
trees, houses and a small trench across 
the road, held their flro until the 
American* were close to them. 
When 


they b«g-an firinsr other Filipino*open- 
ed fire from thicket*, right and left, 
farther away. The insurgent sharp- 
shooters picked off the officers first. 
Five of tha Americans who fell wore 
shoulder straps or chevrons. But the 
53d never warered. 


Its oracle markstnaa knooked the 


Filipinos from the trees like squirrels 
and the Americans rushed the trench 
leaving four dead insurg-ents there. 
The regiment deployed under fira with 
Maj. John A. Logan's battalion in the 
center, llaj. Cronie's on the riyht and 
Maj. March's on the left. 
The skir- 


mish line which was a mile long-, ad- 
vanced rapidly keeping up a constant 
fire. The Filip! nos m ade an unexpect- 
edly 
good stand. m»ny of them 


remaining under cover until the 
Americans were -within 20 feet of 
them. Maj. Marsh flanked a small 
trench full of insurgents, surprising- 
them and slanR-htcring- nearly all of 
them before entering the town. The 
Catling killed five of the force holding 
the bridge and swept the country be- 
yond the town, dri ting about 150 Fil- 
ipinos into the hills. Marsh's battal- 
ion, entering the town first, captured 
a big battle flag which was flying orer 
aeonvent. 


The insurgents are supposed to hays 


retreated toward Dagupan. 
It was 


impossible to pursue them as the 
American troops were exhausted and 
their supply of .ammunition was low. 
The outposts killed fiVe Filipinos dur- 
ing the night. The body of the Fili- 
pino lieutenant colonel commanding- 
was found among the killed.

regiment returned to San Fabian Sun- 
day, it being impossible to get sup- 
plies over the roads.

miles east of Kami^uin island. Her 
stern vras almost submerged aad the 
bow almost out of water. 
A heary 


sea was on and the cruiser began roll- 
ing- violently. The -water-tight doors 
were quickly closed, but -vrere stOTe in 
under the engine compartment, tne 
largest of the ship. After the first ef- 
forts to light her, the officers feared. 
she mig-ht slide off because of the 
heavy sea, and therefore abandoned 
the attempt to save her. They hur- 
ried to laucch Vhc boats and rowed 
ttait&y, prepared to"fig-ht for a landi 
with two Colt euns, 134 rifles and ten 
days' rations. 


•Seme of the officers and men -were 


dressed only in pajamas and their -un- 
derclothing. 
The . breech blocks of 


the cannon .were removed before the 
boats put off. 
Two -hours after the 


Charleston struck all had ff otten away, 
The report that the crew remained 
two d»ys on the vessel is inaccurate, 
A party returned two 3ays later, but 
found i;t impossible to save anything. 


The first landing was made ou a lit- 


tle island, with a front of barren rocks. 
Next day the boats again took to the 
water and proceeded to Kamiguin Is- 
land, where a landing was made in the 
expectation that fig-htinff would be 
necessary. So far -from this being1 th 
case, the Charleston's men found a half 
savage people who regarded them with 
curiosity rather than hostility. On 
the third day the storm had greatly 
subsided and Lieut John D. SfcDon 
aid with Boats-wain Dominick Glynn 
and siac men started for the g-ulf o: 
Ling-ayen in a 30 foot sailing launch; 
hoping- to . find an American war ship 
but entirely ignorant of Gen. "Whaat- 
on's expedition. 


Lieut. McDonald was four days afloat 


keeping under shelter of the hostile 
shore for two days on account of the 
hig-h seas, being- most of the time in a 
soaking- rain. 
Finally, flying- the 


union jack down, clad in their under- 
clothing- and drenched to the skin, the 
officer and his companions overtook 
the transport Astec, which carried 
them tc the battle s?Hip Oreg-on. 


The g-unboat Helena was dua to ar- 


rive at Kang-uian island Monday. The 
Charleston was retarninjr from a five 
week's cruise along- the eastern coast 
of Luzon, and A dm. Watson was be- 
ginning- to be "uneasy.

In naval circles the accident is con- 


sidered quite unavoidable.

wonder is that tacre are not more such 
disasters in Philippine waters which 
are most indifferently charted.

The development 
of savings in Franc* is shown by the 
fact that in 1S35 there were only four 
depositors for every l.OOO of the popu- 
lation, while now there are 17 for each 
1,000, or a depositor for erery *Vi 
sons in the country.
